tion. He writes his uuine ofteuer thun 
nuy oilier man in any of the govern- 
ment departments, and as his signa- 
ture is of 
the 
fancifully 
strenuous 


brand, he probably "slings more ink" 
aflixin^ It to public documents 
than 


auy oilier one "chief" ,m Washington. 


Secretary Keynohls has beaten the 


signature signing record of Uncle Joe 
Cannon, who, as speaker of the house, 
has to sign every bill that passes. He 
has distanced Secretary Hoot, who has 
a short name of nine letters. 
Secre- 


tary Tat't, another of the short name 
fellows, isn't in the same class with 
Mr. Reynolds. 
J2ven President Roose- 


velt doesn't sten ills name as often 
as Secretary Reynolds. 


The fountain pens that 
Secretary 


Reynolds has put out of business would 
till a large waste basket. He uses n- 
three a clay signing his 
mail, and 


while they are mended and used again 
eventually, their life is 
short 
and 


strenuous and their period of useful 
ness b:ief. He scorns the slow going 
"dtp" pens. 


"Jimmy" Reynolds has been assist- 


ant Kecictary of ihe treasury for near- 
ly lii months. 
In that time he has 


signed his name a trilie more than 
100,000 times. 
He puts his name at 


the 
bottom of 
!!<)U carefully scanned 


documents or letters a clay. Two mes- 
sengers keep busy handling the pa- 
pers. 


"What they need in the treasury de- 


partment," said Mr. Reynolds, recent- 
ly, "is a Chinese official whose sole 
duty it shall be to sign all the mail.

As a general rule, national consti- 


tutions are baptized with blood, says 
the Pittsburg Dispatch. A few—very 
few indeed—have been granted vol- 
untarily 
by monarchB far-sighted 


enough to appreciate the iiuposslbili- 
Ityof stemming for all time the ever- 
rising tide of democracy, and who 
have deemed It politic to spread the 
sailij of their dynasty to windward, 
and to endeavor to ride on the crest 
of those waves of popular opinion 
which they were powerless to resist. 
In othe-r cases .again, the constitu- 
tion has been built up by a long se- 
ries of concessions, spread over hun- 
dreds of years, and obtained by the 
people 
from the reluctant 
crown 


through statecraft, popular pressure 
and sometimes 
through 
purchase. 


For there are several Instances la 
historx where kings have tradedaway 
prerogatives of the crown to the na- 
tion in return for money needed for 
dynastic purposes, or for purely self- 
ish pleasure. The English patch- 
work constitution may be described 
a.s bolug of this particular order. 


It was in the year 1848 that most 


of these constitutions, thus engen- 
dered iu blood, flrst came into actual 
operation. True, the people of well- 
nigh every nation of continental Eu- 
rope hud been promised rights of 
self-government at the close of the 
Napoleonic wars In the second dec- 
ade of the nineteenth century. But 
these pledges were ignored by the 
monarchies mainly through the In- 
fluence of that so-called Holy Alli- 
ance, which had the effect of calling 
Into existence the Monroe doctrine, 
and it was not until 1848, when a 
revolutionary wave swept all over 
Europe, that the substitution of gov- 
ernment by will of the people took 
the place of that of despotism by 
Right Divine. Some of the sovereigns 
made a strong fight for what they 
considered to be their sacred prerog- 
atives and called upon their troops to 
fire upon the people. In Vienna they 
butchered the cabinet ministers and 
drove the Imperial family from the 
city. In Paris they pillaged the royal 
j.alace of the Tuilleries and fright- 
ened King Louis Philippe so that, 
abandoning his throne, he concealed 
his identity with blue spectacles and 
a v,Ig and fled to England under the 
assumed name of Smith. At Berlin 
hundreds of citizens were shot down 
by the troops before the kindly and 
fcomewluit weak King Frederick \VI1- 
lianr IV. Issued a proclamation dis- 
claiming responsibility for what had 
occurred, disavowing the action of 
tho military and granting the popu- 
lar demand for a full-Hedged consti- 
tutional government. At Turin King 
Charles Albert of Sardinia jieldod 
not without a struggle, the "Statute 
Fonclamentale del Regno" which Is 
tt» day 
tho constitution of United 


Italy. 


Among the countries that can 


boast of having received their con- 
stitutions by the voluntary conces- 
sion 
•>!' the crown are Japan and 


Hungary. Japan's constitution, which 
Is of the most modern and liberal 
description was promulgated in Feb- 
ruary, 1899, when the Mikado vol- 
untarily surrendered his autocracy, 
based upon the popular belief In his 
sacred 
attributes and 
semi-divine 


origin to his subjects. This was done 
without any demand whatsoever on 
their part. It was not even asked for 
In the native press or from the plat- 
form. It was a movement wholly of 
his own initiative, made, of course, 
after due consultation with the most 
trusted statesmen of his empire, and 
lias had the effect which he intended, 
namely, of contributing to the pres- 
tige- of the nation abroad and to the 
development of the progress and en- 
lightenment, as well as of the indus- 
trial, commercial and intellectual ac- 
tivity of the people. True, there had 
been a revolution In Japan some 
twenty years previously, but it was a 
revolution which had for Its object, 
not the conquest of any rights of 
Bclf-Kovurninent, but the restoration 
to the throne of the autocratic tem- 
poral power, of which it had boon 
robbed by the usurpation of the Sno- 
gun. Japan is an amazing country, 
difficult as ever of comprehension to 
the foreigner, especially If he does 
not happen to have resided for somo 
length of time iu tho Orient. But 
one of the most surprising things in 
Its history of the last half century 
has boon tho popular revolution in 
favor of tho restoration of the most 
absolute despotism to the Emperor 
and then the hitter's 
unasked-1'or 


concession to his subjects 20 years 
later of a most liberal constitution, 
with legislative forms of government 
and the surrender of his autocracy 
to tho people.

tho federal establishment and have 
enough left to buy the Danish West 
Indies, says S. D. North-, director of 
American census, in the Now York 
Herald. 


It costs to run this city nearly 


three times what it costs to ru^'Lon- 
don, notwithstanding that London 
has a third more people. No city in 
this country is so expensive to oper- 
ate, per capita, except Boston. 


In preparing statistics of Ameri- 


can cities, he remarked that the per 
capita 
cost 
of 
government 
was 


greater in larger than in small cit- 
ies. 
If that were true, comparison of 


per capita cost would have no value. 
Ills own calculations show that It 
Is only in the case of New York that 
there prevails such a paradox or 
that the more people a community 
has the more each member must pay 
for living in it. 


On tho one hand there Is Boston. 


With about a sixth of New York's 
population Boston people pay for 
certain services twice what a Now 
York 
citizen does. On tho 
other 


hand, there1 aio Chicago, London,

Tho popular belief is that the left 


side is weaker than the right, and, 
as In all popular beliefs, there is 
much truth in this. In most cases, 
says the Grand Magazine, the right 
arm is decidedly stronger than the 
left, the bones are larger and the 
muscles more vigorous. 


When we come to consider the 


lower limbs, however, we find a pre- 
cisely opposite state of affairs; the 
loft leg is stronger than the right In 
the great majority of cases. This 
want of symmetry Is noticeable all 
through the body. Nine times out of 
ten we see better with one eye 
than with the other, and hear better 
with the left than with the right ear, 
or vice versa. 


Not only so, an injury to the body 


—a burn or a cut, for instance- 
causes more pain on one side than it 
would were it Inflicted on the other. 
Even diseases attack one side ou 
their first onset In preference to tha 
other. Eczema, varicose veins, scia- 
tica, and even tuberculosis begin, In- 
variably, to manifest themselves on 
our weaker side. A blistering plas- 
ter, too, will provoke an eruption 
only if applied to the left side. 


The simplest way, apparently, of 


discovering which is our weaker sido 
is to observe which side we lie upon 
by preference when in bed, as it ia 
certain that wo will 
Instinctively 


adopt the attitude which Is most 
agreeable, or, rather, which causes 
tho least inconvenience; in other 
words, we will Ho upon the side tho 
muscles of which, being more vig- 
orous, are less sensible to the pres- 
sure upon them of the weight of the 
body. 


Statistics and observation go to 


prove that In about throe cases out 
of four It is the left side which is 
tho weaker, thus giving reason to 
tho 
popular 
dictum. 
Curiously 


enough, however, pnuemonla. It has 
been noticed, unlike most diseases, 
usually attacks at flrst the right— 
that is to say, the stronger side of 
tha body.

Interest on the city debt is no 


small 
part 
of the city expenses. 


Nearly one-seventh of the direct in- 
come of the city in 19d6 or $15,296,- 
515, are for the payment of interest. 
For the payment of interest on bonds 
issued during the year and for the 
payment of the principal and inter- 
est of short term revenue bonds 
which tho city is compelled to issue 
In anticipation of the receipt of taxes 
$5,696.100 more is required. 
The 


redemption of small bond issues 
made In the oatljing districts of the 
city' before consolidation will bring 
this total up to $7,430.992.

LOSS OF MATTER WITH ODORS. 


Interesting Experiments Conducted 


By a French (themlst. 


It has long been known that odor- 


ous bodies part slowly with their 
substance in giving out their cbarac- 
eriatlc smells, even when they an* 
ipparently 
non-volatile; 
but 
the 


delicacy of the necessary measure- 
ments has hitherto prevented exact 
determination of this loss of weight. 
These measurements have recently 
been 
effected 
by 
the 
celebrated 


Frdnch chemist, Berthelot, 'who r^- 
cently gave the Paris Academic des 
Sciences the particulars of a series 
of experiments made by him. 


"The object of the experiment was 


to determine how much a strongly 
odorous material loses in weight by 
the exhalation on which the spread- 
ng of its odor depends. It will be 
readily understood that the meas- 
urements necessary to determine the 
deaired facts must be of extrenle dei- 
car.y, and this has been the reason 
why previous efforts in this direction 
havo 
been 
failures. 
Incidentally, 


Berthelot had determined that 
a 


gram of lodoform lost In one hour 
one-millionth part of its weight. At 
this rate, the stuff would lose in one 
year 8,760 mllllonths, or less than 
one-hundredth part of a mlligram 
(about l-'i.OOO of a grain), and, 
therefore, It would require 
more 


than a hundred years (to be more 
accurate, over 114 years) for one 
single mlligram of that substance to 
be used up In odorous emanations 
alone. When one remembers the 
pungent efficacy of that odor, one 
cannot but be astounded at the fact. 
Those remarkable figures are, how- 
ever, far surpassed, v. hen the savant 
comes to consider musk, tho loss of 
which, in the same length of time, is 
far less, or in the neighborhood of 
only one-thousandth part of 
tho 


same. So small, indeed. Is it, that 
any degree of absolute accuracy in 
Its determination iu out of tho Ques- 
tion. In this connection, we would 
t:ty that Berthelot has devised a pro- 
cess by which it is possible, using 
the facts which ho has determined in 
this direction, to detect minute fal- 
sifications In odoriferous bodies.

A 
a member of a scientific exploring 
party he sijent several months amon 
the mountain ranges of the Sinai dls 
trk-t of old Arabia, on n stretch o 
lovol ground some 2,300 feet above 
sea level. There they pitched thel 
tents, accompanied by thirty work 
men and the native chief of the dis 
trict. At the top levels \\as the sand 
stone in which were caverns worke( 
by parties of ancient Egyptians fo 
turquoise. Some tablets still remain 
Ing showed that those parties were 
carefully selected and carried on 
their labors systematically. Here, in 
this desert region, to which sup 
plies of food and water had to be 
brought from a long distance, the 
men mined in companies of 500 or 
(500. Tho usual time for the search 
was from December to March. One 
expedition had conveyed to It daily 
something like five tons of food. 
The caverns themselves were exam- 
ples of patient Industry. The famous 
temple of the goddess of turquoise 
to whom the workers did homage, 
was 250 feet long and contained a 
range of chambers or courts. 
From 


one of the tablets It appeared that a 
certain cr-rpcditlon went out of tho 
roco^ni/ed season. 
But its labors 


wore successful and were therefore 
duly acknowledged with great grati- 
tude to the patron goddess. Of the 
ancient Insciipticns 250 have been 
copied. 
They have an 
Important 


bearing on the age of the turquoiso 
lixpodltlons, long before the birth of 
Christ, as well as on the SemitU 
form of worship in vogue before the 
establishment of Judaism.

It is very sel- 
dom, for example, that there is any 
stealing among these untouched and 
unspoiled aborigines. 
There is a 


strict form of goveinmeut, which 
recognizes the authority of tho king, 
or cbii-f, and of the bead of the fam- 
ily.

of 
their

While in most t-asiOb they aro a po- 
lygamous people, at the same time 
polygamy

law, and every one who violates th« 
sanctity of family life is punished by

"One can scarcely ilnd, anywhere 


In the wot Id, among any class of 
people, tho.se who have more regard 
for thu sacrodnosh of tho homo than 
lb true of these Africans. Not only 
this, but they are not heathens in 
tho usual sense. They recognize and 
worship the same God that we recog- 
nize and worship, but tholr methods 
of coming into contact with tho Di- 
vine lieing aro different. 


"One element most strongly em- 


phasized 
through 
their 
religious 


teachings is, strict and unquestion- 
able obedience to those who are in 
authority, whether it be authority to 
the king, or chief, or the head of the 
family. 


"When I make- these statements, 


It Is difficult for the average Ameri- 
can to appreciate their truth, be- 
cause we who live In this country 
never feel quite sure that another 
Individual is truly civilized unless 
he speaks tho English language, eats 
American 
food, 
wears American 


clothing, and worships in the same 
manner that we worship Him. It 
wws out of this civilization to which 
I have referred that the American 
negro sprang. 


"For 
over two hunderd years, 


during the period of American slav- 
ery, he was engaged In unlearning 
much that he had learned In his na- 
tive country, and at the same tinw 
learning many things which ho was 
not taught In Africa. At the end of 
slavery, freedom found him not a 
full 
Hedged 
African, nor 
a 
full 


fledged American citizen. 


"During 
the 
years 
that 
havo 


e'apsed since freedom, we have been 
engaged in large measure in finding 
a better and safer basis for the ne- 
gro's development. We arc trying to 
use all that was best in his life as a 
slave, and all that that is best in his 
surrounding as a free man. 


"Now, as to the future: During 


the last quarter of a century, a few 
definite things in the life of my race. 
In my opinion, have been settled. 
First, we have decided as to our fu- 
ture abode. The masses of our peo- 
ple have made up their minds that 
they are going to live in the South- 
ern States, and It is there that we 
are to work out our salvation. Since 
this Is true, it becomes part of tho 
duty, not only of the Southern white 
man, but the Northern white man, 
to help the negro to make of hlmsel* 
the very highest and 'best type of 
citizen. In order to do this he must 
be glveu every opportunity to get up- 
on his feet that the Constitution, and 
the laws of our country guarantee to 
him. It should bo a part of the duty 
of every black man, whether living In 
the North or the South, through his 
patience, his persistence, his cour- 
age, his usefulness to his neighbor, 
to make his presence not only bear- 
able, but desirable. 


"It should be a part of the duty of 


the white man to constantly bear In 
mind that the negro came Into this 
country through no fault of his own, 
and that In proportion as tho negro 
receives ill treatment, In that sams 
degree Is the white man's civiliza- 
tion weakened and degraded, but in 
proportion as he reaches out his 
hand and helps to lift the negro up 
Into tho highest type of citizenship, 
that he la not only aiding the weaker 
race, but IB strengthening himself In

Murders la which the criminal 


has sought to profit by insuring his 
victim's life, as did Busaon, the Cape 
murderer, who killed himself on tha 
dlscovej-y of his last victim, are rec- 
orded In the criminals annals of all 
countries. Fortunately for society, 
the existence of the motive speedily 
brings its own sequel In the arrest 
and conviction of the murderer. 


One of the earliest and most n6to- 


rious of insurance criminals, says 
the London Dally Mall, was Thomas 
Griffiths Waluewright. Friend and 
companion of the artists and littera- 
teurs of the day of Charles Lamb, 
\Valnewrlght was prompted to crime 
by the reckless manner iu which he 
lived. His flrst known crime was; for- 
gery, in those days punishable by 
death. Having made himself liable 
to the penalty, Wainewright killel 
his uncle, his inother-in-law and fin- 
ally his sister-in-law, whose life he 
had Insured for £18,000. 


None of those crimes was brought 


to his account, but tho insurance 
companies refusing on other grounds 
to pay tho sum duo, Wainewright 
took al:,rm and fle'l to France. Heie 
ho undoubtedly poisoned a friend 
whose life' he had Insured, but again 
escaped lor lack oi' direct evidence.

Impudence 
he 


now returned to England and be- 
gan an action against tho companies 
for the recovery of the £18,000. Ac- 
cused of foigery, he was tried, con- 
victed. and sentenced to penal ser- 
vitude in the year 1835. He died, 
tinhar.'ied. in tho >ear 1S52.

UVING his heavy four-horse wago:i 
up on the stage beside the open Xiln-
